These articles in Today's Health and Iife Magazine will, I am sure 
convince you of the seriousness of the situation and further convince 
you that I am not just an oyverly~concerned mother. 


A most serious episode occurred during the Christmas holiday season

my son is "hooked" and cannot get well unless he receives professional 
help to remove the "auditing" brainwashing now imbedded in his mind.

no sanity present in his reasoning. The "auditing" costs have already 
run into many thousands of dollars. 


Is this type of organization, which calls itself a church in this 
country (in other countries I am told.they are not permitted to call 
themselves a church) licensed to probe into the mind up to the point 
of removing the so-called "reactive" mind--the subconscious or uncon- 
scious mind? It is my understanding that the subconscious and/or the 
unconscious mind are extremely important to the well-being and sanity 
of an individual. My son is intending to resume his’ course--the 
"“auditing"~-within a couple of weeks; and if he does, and they are 
able to remove his "reactive" mind, I am afraid he will be reduced to 
a Z20nbie or "vegetable." They predicate their ability to remove the 
"reactive" mind through their auditing processes. 


Have you made any reports on and/or investigations into this organi- 
zation? If so, I would like to know where they are available. If 
this has not come under your direct scrutiny, I would request’ some 
kind of initial investigation immediately. It is impossible for me 

to communicate with my son on "Scientology." If he brings up the 
subject, I try to avoid becoming at all involved. If I should ask 
any questions about it, he displays a jaded personality and seems to 
be obsessed and under the influence of some magnetic force. You can 
see the change in his eyes whenever "Scientology" takes over. Members 
of the organization are constantly after him for more money, suggesting 
what will happen if he doesn't continue with it, calling him on the 
telephone, and keeping him in a constant state of turmoil.

In 1951, the HDRP established national headquarters 
at Wichita, Kansas, and sponsored the Allied Scientists of the

The April 24, 1951, issue of the "times Herald,"

For the first of the birth cere- 
monies whichberata on Mareh 1 
Hubbard wore white and 
carried « lamp while Parsons 
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PARSONS, “the AntiChrist” 


was cloaked In a black, hooded 
Rarment earrying a cup and 
dagger, At Hubbard's suggestion 
they played Rachmaninoff’s Isle 
of the Dead as background 
music, 

Parsons’ account of the start 
of the birth ritual is as follows: 
“The Seribe (lubhard) said, 
“fhe year of Babalon is 4063, 
She is the flame of hfe, power 
of darkness, she destroys with 
2 glance, she may take thy soul. 
She feeds upon the death of 
men. Beaulifulehorrible,” The 
Scribe, now pale and sweating, 
rested awhile, then continued,” 
There are two possible reasons 
why Hubbard shawed anxiety at 
this stage of the ceremony, (he 
owner of the papers says, Te 
was either deeply moved by the 
spiritual depth of the ceremony 
a ne couldn't think what to say 

XT, 

Hubbard further instructed 
Parsons: “Display thyself to 
our tady; dedicate thy organs 
to her; dedicate thy heart to 
her, display thy mind to her: 
dedicate Uhy soul to ‘her, for 
she shall absorb thee, Rehre 
from human contact untib noon 
tomorrow, Speak not of this 
ritual, Diseuss nothing of it, 
Consile no bank ful thine own 


mind. Thou art @ god. Behave 
at this allar as one god before 
another,” “* us 
Ov, the third day the “ritual 
bers g@@ four hours before dawn, 
Re, ‘Hs his companion, “Lay 
OV while sheet, Place tpon 
Uw OMd of birth, Envision her 
approacning thee, Think upon 
the lewd, lascivious things thou 
coulds'%’ do. All is good to 
Babalon, All, Preserve the 
material basis. The lust is hers, 
the passion yours. Consider 
thou the Beast raping." These 
invoeations along with other 
passages in the ritual indicates 
that Parsons had collected speci. 
mens of his own sperm and the 
girl's menstrual fluid. 

The climax of the ¢cremony 
occurred the following day with 
Ron at the altar working his 
two subjects into a sexual 
frenzy, Over Rachmaninoff he 
intoned such gems as: 


Her mouth ts’ red and her 
breasts are fair and her loins 

are Jul of fire, 

And her lust is strong as a 
man is strong in the heat of 
her desire, 


An exalted Parsons wrote the 
next day, “ Babalon is incarnate 
upon the earth today awaiting 
the proper hour of her manifes- 
tation. And in that. day my 
work will be accomplished and 
1 shall be blown away upon the 
Dreath of the father even as it 
is prophycied.” (In fact, Parsons 
was “blown away” in a rocket 
fuel explosion at his experimen: 
ie in Pasadena in 


Unabte to contain his joy, 
Parsons decided to tell Crowley 
what had*happened, On March 
6 he wrote, “1 can hardly tell 
you or decide how much to 
write. I am under command 
of extreme secrecy. I have had 
the most important, devastating 
experience of my life.” Crowley 
was dumbfounded by the news 
of the incarnation ceremony, He 
wrote back, “ You have me com. 
peo puzzled by your remarks. 

thought ] had thé most morbid 
imagination but it seems I have 
not, I cannot form the slightest 
idea what you can possibly 
mean.” oh. 

With a distinct note of con. 
cern he dashed off a letter on 
the same day to the head of his 
American cult saying, “ Appar. 
ently Parsons or ilubbard or 
somebody is producing 4 Moon. 
child. I get fairly frantic when 
I contemplate the idlocy of these 
Touts." (This acids rebuke 
comes from a man whose acti 
vities were once summed up by 
&@ judge tike this: “} have never 
heard such dreadful, horrible, 
blasphemous and = abominable 
Stull as that which has been pro. 
duced by the man who describes 
himself as the greatest living 
poet.” 

By May that same year 
Crowley was not only concerned 
about Parsons'’s spiritual well 
being, There was a small matter 
of certain moneys. When the 
trio formed their business enters 
prise, Parsons js believed to 

ave put in 17,000 dollars, 
Ilubbard about 1,000 dollars and 
Betty nothing, Using about 
10000 dollars of the money 
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dtubbara and nis newly-acquired 
girl friend, Betty, bought a 
yacht, A report to the head of 
fhe American branch by another 


cult member sage “Ron andj 
Betty have "@: at Miami, 


Hlorida, and at ing the life 
of Riley, while Wrother John 
(Parsons) is diving af rock 
bottom ' and Jo mean rock 
bottom.” 


In 2 more sinister way the 
report added, “Let us consider 
this matter of the magical child 
which Jack Parsons is supposed 
to turn loose on the world in 
nine months (now seven}, Ron, 
the Seer, was the guy who laid 
down the main ideas, technic 
(sic), ete, of said operation.” 


Qn reading Parsons’s accounts 
of the ceremony and the reports 
from branch headquarters in 
America, Crowley cabled Lis US 
office on May 22: “Suspect Ron 

laying confidence trick Jack 

arsong weak foolobvious 
vietim prowling swindlers.”" In 
a letter a few days later he said, 
"Yt seems to me on the informa. 
tion of our. brethren in 
California that Parsons has got 
an jllumination in which he lost 
all his personal independence, 
From our brother's account he 


“has given away both his girl 


and his rnoney, Apparently it is 
the ordinary confidenec trick,” 


A mucth-¢hastened Parsons 
wrote to Crowley on July 5, 
“}lere Tam in Miam! pursuing 
the children of my folly, 1 have 
them well tied up. They cannot 
move without guing to jail, 
However, 1 am afraid that most 
of the jnoney has already deen 
spent. IT will be lucky to sal« 
vage 3,000 to 5,000 dollars,” Just 
how Parsons managed to capture 
the errant lovers is in keeping 
with the other extraordinary 
chapters of this story, “ Hubbard 
attempted to escape , 
Parsons wrote,' “by sailing at 
5 pvt. and performed a full 
invocation to Bartzabel within 
the circle at 8 p.m. (a curse), 
At the same time, however, his 
ship was struck by a sudden 
squall off the coast which meee 
off his sails and forced him back 
to port where I took the boat in 
custody.” 

Parsons recovered financially 
and possibly as a backlash to 
his experience with Hubbard 
he took the Oath of the Anti- 
Christ in 1948 and changed his 
name to Belarion Armiluss Al 
Dajjal AntiChrist. In his scien- 
tology publicalions Ilubbard 
says of the period. “Crippled 
and blinded at the end of the 
war T resumed studies of philo- 
sophy and by my discoveries 
recovered so fully that I was 
reclassified in 1949 for full com. 
bat duty,” 

Nubbard claims that more 
than two dozen — thinkers, 
prophets and psychologists in- 
Nuenced scientology (which he 
launched {fn 1931): everyone 
from Plato, Jesus of Nazareth 
to Sigmund Freud whom he 
says he studied under in Vienna, 
The reeord ean now he righted 
with the inclusion of Aleister 
Crowley, the Beast 666. 
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‘to the Bureau is.one copy of the eeport of
